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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
October 30, 1981 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 


For the first time in nine months, Missouri’s general revenue receipts for the 
month failed to match receipts for a similar period last year. 


October general revenue receipts totaled $100,312,577, dropping about one half 
percent below totals for October, 1980. 


Negative October totals follow a poor showing in September, when general 
revenue for the month surpassed September, 1980, totals by a mere 1.2 percent. 


October sales tax totaled only $33.2 million, a 10.7 percent drop from October, 
1980, sales tax totals. Similarly, motor vehicle sales tax receipts for October totaled 
just $2.3 million, 9.6 percent off last October’s mark. Corporate income tax receipts 
totaled just over $8 million, down a tenth of one percent from last October. In- 
dividual income tax receipts totaled $37.4 million, up 7.1 percent over the same 
month last year. 


Missouri's current fiscal budget is based on 11.7 percent growth. And although 
the first half of the fiscal year was not expected to reach that 11.7 percent pace, ac- 
tual growth for the first four months of the fiscal year managed only a 6.3 percent 
rise over the same period last year. The budget was expected to receive a boost due 
to a predicted economic upturn this fall. But now predictions are the economic up- 
turn will be delayed until mid-1982. 


Missouri's current fiscal condition, and fiscal future deserve immediate public at- 
tention, discussion and decision.
